'Pastor  Raymond  Saunders >  Jr. 


A  native  of  New  York  City,  Pastor  Raymond  Saunders 
was  baptized  into  the  SDA  Church  as  a  young  adult.  He 
soon  began  his  preaching  and  winning  souls  as  a  layperson. 
In  1970,  with  a  wife  and  six  children,  he  traveled  to 
Oakwood  College  to  study  for  the  ministry.  While  there, 
Pastor  Saunders  became  the  first  student  chaplain  of  the 
college.  He  graduated  form  Oakwood  College  with  a  BA  in 
theology  in  1974. 

Pastor  Saunders  served  as  a  church  pastor  six  years, 
and  then  was  called  to  undertake  the  position  of  evangelist 
for  the  Northeastern  Conference.  He  later  served  as 
Atlantic  Union  Conference  evangelist  for  three  years,  then 


back  to  Northeastern  Conference,  where  he  served  as  evan- 
gelist for  21  years.  God  has  granted  Pastor  Saunders  the 
privilege  of  establishing  many  new  churches  in  the  U.S.  and 
Bermuda.  He  has  preached  at  home  and  abroad,  through- 
out the  Caribbean,  Bermuda,  and  Africa,  and  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  has  baptized  many  who  today  also 
work  in  the  service  of  the  lord. 

In  2001  he  left  full-time  evangelism  to  shepherd  the 
Progress  Village  and  Westside  SDA  churches  in  Tampa, 
Florida.  Pastor  Saunders  is  married  to  the  Former  Ruth 
Martin,  a  registered  nurse,  and  they  are  blessed  with  six  chil- 
dren, 21  grandchildren,  and  three  great-grandchildren.

You  can  call  him  Minister,  Professor,  or  Family 
Counselor.  Elder  Henry  Monroe  Wright  began  his  ministe- 
rial career  in  1964  after  earning  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
Religion  from  Oakwood  College.  He  further  qualified  him- 
self for  the  ministry  by  obtaining  a  Master's  of  Systematic 
Theology  from  Andrews  University  in  1965.  Sensing  the 
need  for  additional  training,  Henry  M.  Wright  received 
another  Master's  Degree  from  Ohio  based  Methodist 
Theological  Seminary  in  1978.  He  also  attended  Vanderbilt 
University  from  1979  to  1981  for  postgraduate  studies  in 
church  administration.  His  ministerial  assignments  have 
taken  him  to  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Greenville  and  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  Columbus,  Ohio  and  presently  Alexandra, 
Virginia.  During  his  thirty-two  years  of  ministry,  he  has 
received  more  than  forty  awards  and  recognition  for  pas- 
toral leadership,  preaching  and  evangelism. 

His  professor's  years  began  at  his  alma  mater, 
Oakwood  College  in  1978  as  an  Assistant  Professor  of 
Religion.  I  Ie  served  as  Associate  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Ministry  from  July  1982  to  May  1983.  During  his  tenure  at 
Oakwood  College,  the  Senior  Class  of  1981  voted  Elder 
Wright  as  Professor  of  the  Year.  In  may  of  1983,  the 
Allegheny  West  Conference  called  Elder  Wright  to  become 
president. 

After  a  four-year  term  of  being  president  of  Allegheny 
West,  the  Columbia  Union  called  Elder  Wright  to  become 
Vice  President  in  1987.  From  1982  to  1993  Elder  Wright 
was  Vice  President  of  Education  for  Health  Management, 
Inc. 

Elder  Wright  has  founded  several  programs.  Project 
Uplift  was  a  church-sponsored  organization  founded  by 
donors  that  used  the  energy  of  young  adults    to  provide 


social  services,  disaster  relief  and  domestic  services  to  local 
residents.  He  coordinated,  YOURS  FOR  THE  ASKING,  a 
thirty  minute  color  religious  telecast  from  October  1974  to 
April  1978.  This  show  became  the  number  one  religious 
program  in  Central  Ohio  form  1975  to  1977.  Form  1975  to 
1977  Elder  Wright  was  a  regular  guest  presenter  of  the 
GOOD  NEWS  telecast.  GOOD  NEWS  aired  from  the 
WHIO  TV  station  in  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Over  the  years,  Elder  Wright  has  been  given  special 
assignments  to  serve  on  various  committees  including  the 
Adventist  Media  Center  Reorganization  Commission, 
General  Conference  Commission  on  Women's  Ordination, 
and  the  North  American  Division  Committee  for  Union 
and  Local  Conference  Secretaries'  and  Church  Clerk 
Manuals.  He  has  written  numerous  articles  in  various 
church  periodicals.  Pastor  Wright  has  had  the  consistent 
opportunity  to  be  guest  speaker  evangelist  at  many  events, 
both  in  the  United  States  and  throughout  the  world. 

For  the  past  ten  years  Elder  Wright  has  been  the 
Senior  pastor  for  the  Community  Praise  Seventh-Day 
Adventist  Church  located  in  Alexandria,  Virginia.  During 
these  ten  years,  the  membership  has  grown  from  fifty-seven 
to  882,  and  the  tithe  base  has  soared  from  $63,000  to  $1.8 
million  in  the  year  2003.  Ixjcal  giving  has  also  increased  to 
over  $800,000,  in  2003.  He  combines  his  duties  as  pastor 
with  teaching  Homiletics  and  Church  Administration  for 
the  Columbia  Union  College  Theology  Department. 

While  being  blessed  in  all  the  above,  Elder  Wright  has 
been  married  to  Carol  Lindsey  Wright,  CPA  since  1966. 
They  are  gifted  with  three  sons,  Henry  Monroe  Wright  II, 
Harold  Michael  Wright  (deceased),  and  Herbert  Marcel

Dr.  Sandra  Necly  Hcrndon  was  born  in  Key  West, 
Florida  and  is  one  of  thirteen  children.  1  Ier  early  memories 
ot  the  picturesque  island  are  of  the  beautiful  beaches,  the 
tropical  fruit,  and  the  carefree  lifestyle.  At  the  age  of  ten, 
she  moved  to  Washington,  DC.  She  attended  Washington 
Union  Academy  SDA  church  school,  where  her  aunt, 
Arimentha  Neely  was  a  teacher.  Although  Dr.  Herndon  was 
raised  as  a  Episcopalian,  she  accepted  the  Lard  at  age  thir- 
teen and  was  baptized  at  the  Ephesus  Church  (no  Dupont 
Park)  in  Washington,  DC. 

After  completing  high  school,  she  enrolled  at 
Oakwood  College  in  Huntsville,  Alabama.  She  was  active  in 
various  campus  activities  and  served  as  president  of  the 
Education  Club.  She  graduated  with  a  B.S.  in  Elementary 
Education.  Following  graduation,  she  was  employed  by  the 
Lake  Region  Conference  to  teach  grades  5-8  at  the  Capitol 
Avenue  church  school  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  In  reflec- 
tion, Dr.  Herndon  notes  that  this  was  a  challenging  under- 
taking for  a  first  year  teacher  and  the  experience  she  says, 
"helped  to  shape  her  beliefs  about  Christian  Education." 
She  later  moved  to  Berrien  Springs,  Michigan  to  join  her 
husband,  Edward,  who  was  completing  his  graduate  studies 
at  Andrews  University.  While  in  Michigan,  Dr.  Herndon 
abtained  her  Masters  Degree  in  education  with  a  specialty  in 
Reading  Education  from  Michigan  State  University.  She 
worked  as  a  classroom  teacher  and  reading  specialist  in  the 
Benton  Harbor,  Michigan  Public  School  System  before 
moving  to  New  York  in  response  to  a  call  she  and  her  hus- 
band received  from  the  Northeastern  Conference. 

Dr.  Herndon  served  the  Northeastern  Conference 
Education  Department  for  eighteen  years  in  various  capac- 
ities-Supervisor of  Schools,  Reading  Specialist/Consultant, 
and  Superintendent  of  Schools.  She  has  the  unique  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  first  African- American  female  to  serve  as 
a  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  North  American  divi- 
sion of  Seventh-Day  Advcntists. 

As  superintendent  of  School,  she  contributed  signifi- 
cantly to  the  improvement  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
Northeastern  Conference.  Dr.  Herndon  coordinated  the 
development  of  a  Comprehensive  K-12  Reading  Guide  to 
strengthen      reading     instruction      in      the     classroom. 


Professional  development  opportunities  and  the  certifica- 
tion status  of  principals  and  teachers  increased  during  her 
administration.  She  was  frequendy  asked  to  travel  to  other 
conferences  to  conduct  professional  development  seminars 
and  training  on  how  to  develop  an  effective  school-wide 
reading  program.  Dr.  Herndon  also  served  on  several 
Atlantic  Union  and  General  Conference  Education 
Committees.  She  was  a  member  of  the  General  Conference 
Reading  Steering  Committee  which  developed  the  Life 
Reading  (textbooks)  series  which  is  still  being  used  in  SDA 
church  schools  throughout  the  North  American  Division. 

Dr.  Herndon  continued  her  education  and  obtained  a 
Doctorate  in  Curriculum  and  Teaching  in  1992  from 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University. 

Dr.  Herndon  is  currendy  employed  by  the  New  York 
State  Education  Department  as  Supervisor  of 
Intra/Interagency  Collaborations.  In  this  capacity  she  pro- 
vides leadership  in  building  alliances  with  city  agencies, 
school  improvement,  educational  planning,  and  community 
outreach.  She  continues  to  involve  the  Education 
Departments  of  the  Northeastern  and  Greater  New  York 
Conference  in  professional  development  conferences  and 
workshops  sponsored  by  the  New  York  State  Education 
Department.  She  enjoys  serving  as  a  mentor  to  individuals 
entering  the  field  of  education. 

In  addition  to  her  professional  work,  Dr.  I  Ierndon,  has 
been  involved  in  the  Education,  AYS,  Family  Life,  and 
Sabbath  School  Departments  at  the  Mount  Vernon,  SDA 
Church.  She  assists  her  husband  in  a  special  church  project 
to  send  "boxes  of  cheer"  to  soldiers  from  their  church  who 
are  serving  in  Iraq.  She  is  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  of  the  Oakwood  College  Alumni  Association.

In  the  fall  of  September  1 936,  WiUard  Hall  was  born 
to  the  late  Fannie  Mae  and  Davis  Hall.  It  was  the  21st  day 
of  the  month  and  the  place  was  Mount  Pleasant, 
Pennsylvania.  Willard  is  the  seventh  of  sixteen  siblings,  but 
he  did  not  arrive  alone.  He  is  a  twin  to  Wilbert  Hall  who 
presently  resides  in  Boynton  Beach,  Florida. 

His  education  began  in  Edenborn  Elementary  School. 
For  his  freshman  year  of  high  school  he  attended  the 
German  Township  High  School.  After  his  first  year  of  high 
school  the  family  moved  to  the  North  Union  Township  area 
in  Uniontown,  PA,  it  was  there  where  he  graduated  and 
completed  his  high  school  studies. 

From  his  youth  Willard  had  a  great  ambition  to  fulfill 
the  call  to  the  ministry.  So  when  the  time  was  at  hand  he 
enrolled  in  Oakwood  College.  Because  finances  were  tight 
he  was  not  able  to  go  straight  through  and  work  on  his  stud- 
ies full-time,  so  he  attended  Oakwood,  as  the  funds  would 
allow.  During  these  years  Willard  would  often  reflect  onto 
the  words  of  Frederick  Douglass,  "If  there  is  no  struggle, 
there  is  no  progression". 

On  returning  back  to  Oakwood  College  after  a  seven- 
year  break,  he  met  late  Elsie  Louise  Gaskins.  They  were 
married  on  June  12, 1966.  From  this  union  came  three  chil- 


dren; Willard  Jr.,  who  deceased  in  his  infancy,  Joliette  Alicia, 
who  presently  works  as  a  counselor  at  York  College  of  the 
City  University  or  New  York.  She  holds  a  Masters  Degree 
in  Social  Work.  She  is  married  to  Cleveland  Woods,  Jr.,  and 
Eric  lamont  who  attended  Oakwood  College  and  Walla 
Walla  College  where  he  studied  mechanical  engineering. 

After  Pastor  Willard  Hall  graduated  from  Oakwood 
College  in  1973,  Elder  Harold  Cleveland,  president  of  the 
Allegheny  West  Conference  at  that  time,  extended  a  call  to 
him  offering  a  position  as  the  associate  pastor  in  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  working  with  Elder  Willie  Lewis  at  the  Shiloh  and 
Maranatha  SDA  Churches.  Seven  months  later  Elder 
George  Earle,  president  of  the  Northeastern  Conference  at 
that  time,  offered  him  a  position  as  a  full  time  minister. 
Here  he  would  labor  for  30  long  years,  until  the  present 
administration  decided  to  make  cut  backs  due  to  lack  ot 
funds,  this  forced  Pastor  Hall  into  an  early  retirement. 

In  all  his  accomplishments,  Pastor  Hall  knew  that 
without  Christ  none  of  them  would  have  been  possible.

Isaac  Lester  is  a  retired  ordained  minister  of  the 
Seventh-day  Adventist  Church.  In  that  capacity,  he  pas- 
tored  for  more  than  forty-two  years.  During  that  same  time 
he  lectured  on  college  campuses,  served  as  a  hospital  chap- 
lain, taught  at  several  seminaries,  and  took  a  special  interest 
in  assisting  younger  ministers  adjust  to  the  varied  challenges 
of  leading  churches  to  deeper  spiritual  depths.  Friends  and 
colleagues  often  say  of  him  that  his  eyes  and  mind  are  seek- 
ing first  the  principles,  next  the  values.  He  admits  that  his 
great  reward  is  receiving  invitations  and  calls  from  these 
long  past  members.  I  Ie  has  baptized  nearly  fifteen  hundred 
persons  into  their  wider  Christian  experience  during  his 
active  and  post-active  ministry. 

Elder  I.  Lester  was  born  in  Eatonvillc,  Florida  in  1926. 
He  was  the  youngest  child  of  Henry  and  Sarah  Lester,  who 
were  pioneer  African-American  Seventh-day  Adventists  in 
the  late  1800s.  His  father  was  a  literature  evangelist  and  a 
charter  member  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Seventh-day  Adventist 
Church  in  Orlando,  Florida. 

He  served  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  the 
United  States  Army,  after  serving  his  country  at  the  end  of 
World  War  II  and  the  Korean  Conflict  as  a  non-combatant. 


Thereafter,  he  attended  Virginia  Union  University.  Before 
becoming  a  full  time  pastor,  he  prepared  for  ministry  by 
attending  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut.

Though  his 
active  ministry  has  officially  ended,  I ildcr  Lester  continues 
to  allow  God  to  lead  him  in  ministering  to  a  wider  commu- 
nity reached  by  the  two  publications. 

Because  of  his  recognized  leadership,  teaching  ability, 
organizational  skills  and  love  of  church  worship,  he  was 
asked  to  write  a  scries  of  lessons  to  be  used  at  churches  in 
their  weekly  Bible  study.

Wright  pursued  graduate  work  at  Texas  Woman's  University 
in  Dallas,  Texas.  Her  thesis  focused  on  "Self-control  of 
Black  Adolescence  With  and  Without  Sickle  Cell  Anemia". 
Upon  completion  and  defense  of  her  thesis,  Mrs.  Wright 
received  the  Master  of  Science  Degree  in  1981.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wright  have  three  lovely,  grown  children:  Candace, 
Tammi,  and  Chaya.
